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ECRETARY of Defense McNamara 

has told the Services to plan for 
a $53.71 billion budget and a cut of 
147,270 men in the next fiscal year. 

This is $2 billion more than presént 
appropriations. A supplemental request 
for this fiscal year is expected when 
Congress reconvenes in January. 

The fiscal ’63 budget of $53.71 billion 
is $8 billion more than was appropri- 
ated last year, and $11 billion more 
than the year before.

FAA Wants Uniformed Service; 


Pentagon Has Strong Reservations 


HE Defense Department, despite 

strong Pentagon reservations, has 
agreed to establishment of a Uniformed 
Service in the Federal Aviation Agency. 

To be called the Federal Aviation 
Service, the new organization would han- 
dle air traffic control, GCA, radar and 
similar work for U. S. military and ci- 
vilian aviation on a global basis. 

In time of war, its members would be 
brought into the Armed Forces, but 
would remain directly under control of 
the FAA Administrator, They would be 
allowed 20-year retirements from their 
civilian status. 

The Army and Navy assert that the 
Federal Aviation Administrator can 
establish whatever uniformed Service he 
wants, but they do not want their air 
traffic control facilities run by such a 
Service.

integrated, flexible and powerful team 
of Army and Air Force units,'able to 
respond promptly to augment the forces 
of other unified commands or to conduct 
independent military operations as di- 
rected, 

“This command will insure the most 
effective utilization of strategic or tac- 
tical airlift assigned to it, and will 
greatly enhance the conduct of joint 
training, joint planning, and joint devei- 
opment of doctrine for- the em- 
ployment of such military forces.” 

Assistant Secretary Runge said 
that part of General Adams’ com- 
mand will be on alert status “ail 
the time.” He said it is composed 
of 115,000 Army personnel and 50,- 
000 airmen, “trained in both con- 
ventional and nuclear war.” 

Here are other highlights from 
Assistant Secretary Runge’s report 
to the Guard Association, of which 
he has been a long-time member: 


READINESS AND REORGAN- 
IZATION—“I know you are inter- 
ested in the question of where we 
stand now with respect to improve- 
ments in Reserve mobilization 
readiness and divisional reorgan- 
ization. Back in June, when Gen- 
eral Harrison invited me to come 
here today, the picture was, of 
course, somewhat different. At that 
time, following proposals by the 
Secretary of the Army, studies 
were begun on how to place two 
Ready Reserve divisions in combat 
status within three weeks after 
call, and to include provision for 
readying eight additional divisions 
within six weeks after call. In each 
instance, the divisions were con- 
sidered to include all of their sup- 
porting elements. 

“In the absence of the Berlin 
crisis, these plans would doubtless 
have gone forward and would have, 
by now, reached far more definitive 
levels of decision. 

“At the present time, however, 
the situation dictates that priority 
of attention be accorded to our im- 
mediate problems—and I am con- 
fident that full recognition of thai 
fact is present on the part of all 
elements of the Armed Forces. 
Preparedness is our objective and 
preparedness is what we are work- 
ing at with full concentration. 

“As we go about our tasks in 
connection with this situation, 
however, we would do well to keep 
in mind the fact that further con- 
sideration of mobilization improve- 
ment of the National Guard and 
reorganization of Regular and Re- 
serve Divisions will follow. These 
are all important elements of our

months of the Kennedy Administration, 
Secretary Stahr and other Army leaders 
were not able to convince their su- 
periors of the need to strengthen the 
Active Army and the Reserve Forces. 
An intensive study was conducted at 
the direction of Secretary McNamara 
looking to cuts in the National Guard 
and Reserve strength. 

Then, came the decision to beef up 
the Armed Forces and to call thousands 
of Guardsmen to active duty, 


The question that was being raised 
continually during the Guard Associa- 
tion here concerns long-range man- 
power plans. 

On the one hand, Secretary Stahr 
talks about the need to “realign 
strength,” which could mean to reduce 
the total number of people receiving 
lrill pay in order to concentrate on 
priority units. 

And on the other hand, Secretary 
Stahr says that the current emphasis 


on Reserve strength is no “short term” 
matter, thereby indicating possibility of 
maintaining the Reserve Forces at their 


present strengths, or possibly higher. 

The fact of the matter is that a de- 
cision on this problem remains to be 
made at the highest level of Govern- 
ment. 

The answer probably will not come 
until the President submits the fiscal 
63 budget in January.

long-range plans for the steady improve- 
ment of our Armed Forces. Viewed in 
the overall, it will be our continued ob- 
jective to seek the same efficiencies and 
improvements in the structure of the 
Ready Reserve as in that of the Active 
Forces. 

UNIT INTEGRITY — “The National 
Guard Divisions now on active duty are 
being considered in each instance as a 
single package. Further, it is the inten- 
tion of the Department of Defense to 
maintain the integrity of these divisions 
at the end of their active service. It 
is also our intention, to the maximum 
extent possible, to extend the same con- 
sideration to their supporting units. 

DEFERMENTS—“In the light of all 
present circumstances, only the Ready 
Reservist who finds himself facing a se- 
rious problem of personal hardship 
should have any question about his 
status. With respect to such cases sub- 
sequent to the date of the alert, these 
should be considered under the same 
administrative procedures for personnel 
on active duty. 

RESERVIST RULE — “Never in our 
previous history has the trained Reserv- 
ist had a more essential role—and never 
has he responded more fittingly to his 
country’s call. 

“The steady manpower build-up which 
I have described here today could not 
have been managed without -the exist- 
ence of trained, ready and highly capa- 
ble reserve units, prepared to move 
without delay into the active military 
establishment. In place of the orderly 
succession of events which have trans- 
pired in recent weeks, there would have 
been the necessity for far more hectic 
and disruptive action. 

“It seems to me that no better argu- 
ment could be advanced for the wisdom 
of continued programs of Reserve train- 
ing and development, no matter what 
the world situation might be at a given 
time.”

tary missions in both war and peace. 

Navy officials say that under no cir- 
cumstances do they want FAA control- 
lers handling the operations of their air- 
craft carriers. On dry land, they say, 
they must continue training for carrier 
duty, These activities can not be run by 
civilian controllers under existing civil- 
ian rules, the Navy declares. 

Army aviation officials point out that 
their mission is to work primarily in the 
field with the troops. Fixed Army avia- 
tion installations throughout the world 
are used as training centers for such 
field work, As a result, Army officials 
say, FAA controllers could be installed 
at these aircraft facilities only at the 
detriment of the Army’s missions. 

The Air Force has told the FAA that 
it would agree to FAA personnel man- 
ning radar, TACAN and other similar 
facilities for 90 of its bases in CONUS 
and overseas. 

Significantly, however, Air Force offi- 
cials have said nothing about the pos- 
sibility of FAA manning its approach 
controls or towers. 

Some of the bases at which radar and 
other apparatus could be manned by 
FAA personnel, the Air Force says, are 
Edwards, Moody, Travis, Charleston, 
McGuire, Stewart, Wright-Patterson, 


Langley, and Maxwell. 
While the FAA has assured the De- 
fense Department of the complete re- 


sponsiveness of their controllers in time 
of emergency, military officials point out 
that the FAA personnel, even in uni- 
form would continue under the direct 
control of the FAA Administrator, who 
would in turn be responsible to the Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

Legislation to establish the Federal 
Aviation Service is expected by the FAA 


to be introduced at the next session of 
Congress hy Senator A. S, (Mike) Mon- 
roney (D-Okla). 

A draft legislative proposal was pre-

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A New Era In The Reserve Forces 
LAS VEGAS, NEVADA 


The Reserve Forces of the United States have entered a new era. 
Its start is signalled with the unusual situation in which thousands of 
National Guardsmen and Reservists have gone on active duty; thousands 
more are on “priority alert’? status. At the 83d General Conference of 
the National Guard Association here, some participants described the 
contemporary military scene as one of ‘National Urgency.” 

In the light of the repeatedly expressed Communist design for 
world domination and the mounting military power of the enemy, we 
believe that the National Urgency will continue for years to come, The 
Reserve Forces must and will meet this challenge by dramatic gains in 
combat readiness and by development of a closer relationship than ever 
before with the Active Forces. These achievements will be of vital 
importance to strengthening the Free World’s deterrent force and en- 
hancing our ability to wage war and win if that becomes necessary. 

From the Pentagon, members of the Department of Defense and 
top officials of the Army and Air Force came to Las Vegas to address 
the Guard convention and also—most importantly—to confer on a formal 
and informal basis with the more than 2000 delegates. The reports that 
these officials brought here were highlighted by accounts of the outstand- 
ing manner in which Reserve Forces units have responded to the call 
to duty. The men from Washington took away authoritative reports 
on problems that confront the Reserve Forces in this new era, among 
them job protection rights, adequate training for units not called to 
duty, and the need to replace outdated weapons. 


Meetings such as the National Guard Association sessions here are 
of great importance in building a mutual understanding among uni- 
formed members of the Active and Reserve Forces and their civilian 
superiors in Washington and in the States. Observers here noted the 
thoughtful gesture of Maj. Gen. William H. Harrison, jr., Association 
President, in expressing the full confidence and support of the Guard 
to General Curtis E. LeMay, Air Force Chief of Staff. In by-gone years, 
the Association has had some sharp remarks to make about General 
LeMay and other Pentagon military leaders. But that, most fortunately, 
is history. 

We believe that in large measure the disagreements of the past 
were the result of breakdowns in communications. In these times of 
new peril, General LeMay and General Harrison, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Carlisle P. Runge, Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr, jr., and 
all the others who participated in the NGAUS Conference spoke with 
one voice in declaring their intention to do everything possible to 
strengthen our Reserve Forces in this new era of international trouble. 
This has been an important conference, indeed, in the cause of National 
Defense. 


Equal Treatment Under The Law 


This is a short tale about two situations in which members of the 
Armed Forces are not being given equal treatment under the law. 

Once upon a time—perhaps last week—four people participated in 
a scientific conference in New York City. One was a civilian employee 
of the Federal Government; another was an Army lieutenant colonel 
on active duty; the third was an Air Force colonel retired in May 1958 
with 30 years service; the fourth was a Navy captain who retired in 
June 1958, also with 30 years service. 

The civilian was paid a $16 per diem by Act of Congress. The lieu- 
tenant colonel could receive only $12 because Congress failed to act in 
his behalf. The Air Force retired colonel received retirement pay based 
on his rank; not so for the Navy captain who retired one month too soon. 

It’s a shameful tale of gross discrimination against Service people. 
We hope the Pentagon will do everything it can—however tardily—to 
obtain-an equitable ending when Congress returns in January.

TILL firmly rooted to its traditional 

role as a ground fighting force, to- 
day’s Army looks to increased mobility,

Program Expands 

Fort Rucker is the home of Army 
aviation. The post was built in 1942 to 


serve as an Infantry Division Training 
area, After two periods of inactivation 
following World War II and the Korean 
War, the U. S. Army Aviation Center 
was established here in September 1954. 
Most of the buildings are of the tem- 
porary, wooden-type construction but 
many have been renovated and will 
serve a good purpose for years to come. 
An active building program during the 
past several years has resulted in con- 
struction of permanent type barracks, 
enlisted student dormitories, and ap- 
proximately 1,000 Capehart homes. More 
facilities ae planned to meet the needs 
of the expanding aviation program, with 
priority to training requirements, In- 
cluded within the immediate training 
requirements are permanent academic 
buildings with first consideration to 
maintenance training, new flight train- 
ing facilities with emphasis on rotary 
wing training to meet the increasing 
inventory of helicopters in the Army. 


Wears Two Hats 


As Commanding General of Fort Ruck- 
er, I wear two hats. One as Command- 
ing General of the U. S. Army Aviation 
Center, the other as Commandant of 
the U. S. Army Aviation School. The 
mission of the Aviation School can be 
summed into three broad categories: to 
train aviators in the technique of fly- 
ing several types of Army aircraft; to 
train mechanics to perform unit level 
maintenance; and to develop doctrine, 
tactics and techniques which will in 
sure effective and responsive aviation 
as an operational part of the Army. 


Personnel and resources of the Avia- 





tion Center contribute both directly 
and indirectly to the accomplishment 
of the mission of the Aviation School. 
The administrative support includes a 
wide variety of areas; however, it is 
best highlighted by the maintenance of 
all Aviation School aircraft through 
civilian contract, This aircraft mainte- 
nance operation involves some 1,200 per- 
sonnel working through two shifts a 
day to insure availability of training 
aircraft for both daytime and nighttime 
flying. The Center also supports several 
Class I and Class II activities which are

As an indication of the growing 
interest in Army aviation throughout 
the world, it is interesting to note that 
this student body included officers from 
14 nations. This student load represents 
more than 300 classes each year and 
requires a fleet of some 500 aircraft for 
the training mission. To operate this 
fleet of aircraft, there are three major 
facilities or airfields. Cairns Army Air- 
field, named in honor of the late Major 
General Bogardus S. Cairns, is the base 
airfield, This airfield handles a signifi- 
cant portion of the training fleet in- 
cluding the advanced training in the 
Army’s latest fixed wing aircraft, the 
Mohawk 
Airfield is the home of primary 
wing training. It is here that the new 
aviator receives his first 120 hours 
flight training preparatory to becom- 
ing an Army aviator. The third major 
installation, Hanchey Army Airfield, is 
a huge heliport, and is the heart of all 
helicopter training at Fort Rucker. In 
addition to the three base airfields, the 
Aviation School employs an extensive 
number of stage fields and 
areas of varying size to provide the 
aviator with realistic training in field 
operations and landing in confined areas.

THE FIVE-YEAR DEFENSE PLAN to 
which Secretary McNamara has given pre- 
liminary endorsement (see Page 1) is predicated 
on a return to the international situation as it 
existed prior to the current Berlin crisis. That’s 
obvious in view of the proposal to slash man- 
power far below the levels planned for this 
fiscal year. Such a cut in strength would indi- 
cate that the Pentagon is not making plans to 
beef up NATO ground forces on a permanent 
basis with anything like the 40,000 soldiers who 
are being sent to Europe by 1 November. 


THE PENTAGON CIVILIAN LEADERSHIP 
is hopeful that the world situation will permit 
a return to previous planning, which called for 
holding active duty forces to a minimum and 
offsetting this with strengthened readiness in 
the Reserve Forces. However, it is significant 
that the five-year plan foresees an Army in 
fiscal 63 of 929,000, compared with 870,000 at 
the beginning of the Kennedy Administration, 
and an additional 5000, largely for Special 
Forces units. The Army’s fiscal ’62 goal has 
shot up to 1,080,000. The Marines have gone up 
from 175,000 to 190,000 and will stay at that 
level. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA’S FAILURE to 
address any of the Service organizations hold- 
ing meetings during recent weeks was a disap- 
pointment to many in the Armed Forces. An 
appearance by the Secretary—however brief— 
at the Air Force Association Convention in 
Philadelphia could have provided a strategic 
platform for Mr. McNamara to have shot down 
allegations that the Nation’s nuclear deterrent 
is being “undermined.” He has described such 
charges as “nonsense.” Participation in this 
week’s meeting of the National Guard Associa- 
tion in Las Vegas, if only for a few hours, would 
have provided dramatic public recognition by 
Secretary McNamara for the Guard’s new role. 
This would have given a morale boost to thou- 
sands of Guardsmen entering Federal Service 
this month. 


THE PRESS OF OTHER DUTIES—and cer- 
tainly he is one of the hardest working and self- 
effacing civilian officials ever to serve at the 
Pentagon—is given as the explanation for Sec- 
retary McNamara’s absence from such events 
as the 1961 Armed Forces Day Dinner in the 
Nation’s Capital. Nonetheless, some in the 
Armed Forces are noting that Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, no less a busy man, thought it im- 
portant enough to make time for an address to 
the annual meeting of the Association of the U. 
S. Army. 


THE WHITE HOUSE WAITED too long to 
nominate the President’s Air Force Aide, Col. 
Godfrey T. McHugh, for promotion to briga- 
dier general. As a result, the Senate adjourned 
without confirming his promotion. But quick 
action was taken to give him a recess appoint- 
ment, effective 28 September. That date was 
important; on 1 October, the call to active 
duty of Reserve Forces units gave the AF a 
temporary overage in general officers. 


THE ARMY HAS 22 OFFICERS nominated 
for major general and brigadier general (The 
Journal 30 September) whose nominations were 
not confirmed. As in the AF, the call to active 


duty of Reserve Forces units and the effects - 


of the Stennis Ceiling on general officer nomi- 
nations (the Services are not permitted to 
reach star rank totals authorized in law), could 
force some Army nominees to wait for their new 
ranks for extended periods of time, unless re- 
lief from the arbitrary limitation is obtained. 


FORMER PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S 
White House Staff Secretary, Brig. Gen. An- 
drew J. Goodpaster, now CG of the 24th In- 
fantry Division in Germany, was promoted to 


temporary two-star rank on 1 October. Also ad- 
vanced to two-star rank on that date was Brig. 
Gen. Stanley R. Larsen, USMA ’39, who will be 
46 on Veterans Day. General Larsen is the 
Army’s youngest 2-star officer. The youngest 
3-star is recently promoted Lt. Gen. Hugh P. 
Harris, USMA ’31, I Corps (Group) CG in 
Korea, who is 52. 


FOUR OTHER ARMY BRIGADIERS were 
promoted to temporary major general. They are 
Julian A. Wilson, James L. Snyder, Andrew J. 
Adams, and Berton E. Spivey. Five colone!s 
were advanced to brigadier general: Arthur H. 
Fry:, jr.. CE; George H. Walker, CE; James 
E. Graham, MC; Edward C. Dunn, Armor; and 
Adam W. Meetze, CmIlC. 


GENERAL CURTIS E. LeMAY, AF Cof§S, will 
receive the National Aviation Club’s Award for 
Achievement in Washington, D. C., on 17 Oc- 
tober. He will be cited for “his vision, courage 
and integrity in war and peace; for his contri- 
butions to national progress in aerospace; and 
for his vigorous leadership in maintaining the 
security of the nation and the free world.” 


THE NEW STRAC COMMANDER, Lt. Gen. 
Hamilton H. Howze, a former Director of Army 
Aviation, has had a series of assignment changes 
this year. A division commander in Korea, he 
was ordered to the National War College to the 
2-star post of Deputy Commandant. But he 
never reported there. The orders were changed 
to send h’'m in September to CONARC at Ft. 
Monroe, Va., as Devuty for Combat Develop- 
ments. After only 1 month there, he has been 
given command of STRAC at Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
succeeding Lt. Gen. Thomas J. H. Trapnell, who 
replaces newly promoted General Paul D. 
Adams as Third Army CG at Ft. McPherson, 
Ga. 


GENERAL ADAMS’ TEMPORARY TITLE 
will be “CinC of the New Unified STRAC-TAC 
Command.” That name may change when the 
JCS completes work on plans for the new com- 
mand, and Secretary McNamara and the Presi- 
dent approve them. It’s noteworthy that as 
STRAC-TAC CinC, General Adams is slightly 
out-ranked by the new TAC Commander, Gen- 
eral Walter C. Sweeney, jr. Former Eighth Air 
Force Commander at Westover AFB, Mass., 
General Sweeney assumed 4-star rank on 1 Oc- 
tober, succeeding General Frank F. Everest, 
USAF-Ret. General Adams received his 4th 
star from General Lyman L. Lemnitzer, JCS 
Chairman, on 3 October. 


THE JOURNAL’S REPORT last week of ma- 
jor impending changes in the Army Technical 
Services was strengthened with the remarks 
made by Deputy SecDef Roswell L. Gilpatric 
to the National Security Industrial Association 
He said establishment of DSA “will have an im- 
portant impact on existing organizations—par- 
ticularly the technical Services of the Army. 
The latter are now under intensive study and 
no doubt some changes will be made.” 


DOD’S UNREASONABLE DELAY” in re- 
sponding to requests of Congressional Commit- 
tees for reports on bills has been a matter of 
“major concern” to the National Guard Asso- 
ciation, Maj. Gen. William H. Harrison, jr., 
NGAUS President, told the Conference in Las 
Vegas. “In many instances,” he said, “such a de- 
lay can only be characterized as a veto by in- 
activity.” 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION to authorize the 
Federal Government to turn over surplus uni- 
forms and equipment to State Defense Forces 
is one project affected. “I am distressed,” Gen- 
eral Harrison said, “that in some measure due 
to the delay in commenting on the bill by the 
Department of Defense, no action was taken 
this year.” 


JUPITER TRAINING for USAF and NATO 
officers at the Army’s Redstone Arsenal, Ala., 
will continue through °64. About 2500 will re- 
ceive the IRBM instruction. The program began 
in ’58. 


FAA ADMINISTRATOR HALABY’s PLAN 
for a Federal Aviation Service (see Page 1) to 
man air traffic control facilities for the Armed 
Forces received an informal responsiveness test 
from the Navy. The FAA proposed to take over 
some military traffic control facilities which the 
Fighting Forces thought were not strictly mili- 
tary in the character of their operations. The 
Navy offered FAA their control facility on 
Kwajalein. So far, FAA hasn’t accepted. As a 
result, some Service officials feel that FAA is 
not interested in remote or undesirable loca- 
tions. FAA says it does not want to man the 
Pacific air control facility because there are 
not enough flights to justify the extra personnel. 


CHAIRMAN CANNON’S' INTERPRETA- 
TION of the President’s alleged thinking is 
subject to suspicion. The Congressman long has 
been a determined foe of the aircraft carrier. 
He will have further occasion to proclaim that 
“carriers are useless and will be driven up the 
nearest river as far as they can go as soon as 
war is declared or fighting starts.” Fact is that 
Secretary McNamara’s five-year budget projec- 
tion calls for a new carrier every other year. 


HAS PRESIDENT KENNEDY abandoned the 
aircraft carrier as a major war-weapon? House 
Appropriations Committee Chairman Clarence 
Cannon (D-Mo) says he has. The legislator re- 
served the final day of the Congressional session 
to take a parting blast at the Navy’s “fragile 
as an eggshell” flattops. He said “President Ken- 
nedy has avoided in all messages and recom- 
mendations any reference to carriers or the car- 
rier program” and “the incredible program has 
been sunk without a trace,” although “much too 
late.” 


THE NAVY AGAIN HAS REFUSED to pro- 
mote Cdr. Edward White Rawlins, USN-Ret. 
The ad hoc board convened by Under Secretary 
Paul B. Fay, jr, determined unanimously that 
the WWII promotion panels which failed to 
select Commander Rawlins for Captain were 
justified in their action. The Cemmander had 
fought for more than 14 years to reverse the 
Navy’s action—winning either House er Senate 
support a number of times, but never both con- 
currently. He agreed to drop his Congressional 
fight and abide by the decision of the special 
board after Secretary Fay offered to resolve the 
problem in this fashion. 


THE NAVY UNDER SECRETARY said he re- 
gretted that the action was not “more favorable” 
for Commander Rawlins. He expressed admira- 
tion for the “unswerving faith” the Commander 
had devoted to his cause, “and the courage and 
perseverance” with which he pursued his con- 
victions. He told Commander Rawlins in an 
official letter, “I am confident that if you pursue 
some new and worthwhile objective with the 
same determination and fortitude shown in this 
instance, that your efforts will undoubtedly re- 
sult in success with attendant pride of accom- 
plishment.” 


FOUR-STAR STATUS for the Commander of 
the new Defense Supply Agency seems a cer- 
tainty. Lt. Gen. Andrew T. McNamara is the 
first DSA Chief. Initially, he will manage inven- 
tories of $4 billion, and procurement of about 
$2.5 billion each year. Additional categories of 
management items, such as aviation spares, in- 
dustrial production equipment, and chemical 
supplies could put $20 billion of inventories un- 
der DSA, with an annual turnover of up to $5 
billion. 


A NAVY VETERAN of WWII, John T. Mc- 
Naughton, has assumed office as Deputy Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense for Arms Control in 
the office of Assistant Secretary (ISA) Paul 
H. Nitze. Mr. McNaughton, who has been Spe- 
cial Assistant for Disarmament Affairs, will be 
responsible for DoD aspects of disarmament 
and arms control matters. He is on leave from 
Harvard Law School, where he has been a 
faculty member since ’53 and a full professor 
since 56. 
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Service Families Get Household Goods Help 


Overseas-bound Service families, whose 
travel plans were changed due to the 
9 October ban, can have their household 
goods diverted to new destinations, or 
placed in non-temporary storage at gov- 
ernment expense. 


Some families may elect to do both. 
To ease the inconveniences, shipments 
may be split at government expense- 
one portion shipped to a designated loca- 
tion and the other placed in storage 
for a period not to exceed 180 days. 


VA Will Carry On Commercial Insurance 


Of Personnel Called To Active Service 


Premium payments and interest on 
commercial life insurance policies of 
Reservists and National Guardsmen who 
are ordered to active duty may be guar- 
anteed by the Veterans Administration 
under provisions of the Soldiers 
Sailors Civil Relief Act, the VA an- 
nounces. 

This protection, VA said, covers the 
policyholder’s period of active service 
and two years afterward, It applies only 
to life policies that do not impose special 
premium rates for military duties or 
clauses limiting benefits because of serv- 


ice. The total amount that VA can 
guarantee must not exceed $10,000 in 
each case. 

The VA reminded veterans, however, 


that the protection is in reality a loan 
against the policy and that the premiums 
and interest thus guaranteed must 
eventually be repaid by the veteran. 
The policy also must have been in 
effect for at least 180 days before the 
owner entered active service and must 
be in force on a premium basis at the 
time of application for protection, U. S.

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Air Guard Units Under State Control 
Must Prepare For No-Notice Service

HE Air Force’s Reserve Components boss, Maj. Gen. Robert E. L. Eaton, has 
declared that Air National Guard units remaining under State control “must 
be ready for whatever demands are made upon them.” 

General Eaton told the 83d General Conference of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation: “If these units are needed, we may not have a warning period—or even a 
30-day alert as we did on the recent order. Our job is therefore to do now the 
things which might normally be the last minute finishing touches.” 

Will adequate resources be provided for this training? General Eaton said 
this: “I think you can count on having to live with restrictions on manpower, 
funds and support of variqus kinds. This is nothing new, I know. You have all 
proved your ability to squeeze the last possible drop of blood out of the proverbial

turnip.” 


General Eaton said it is “imperative that we redouble our efforts to get the 
last ounce of training and combat effectiveness out of every resource available 
to us,” but he gave no indication of increased funding and manpower support to

that this is the requirement today.”

Pentagon Advises Service Families 


HE DoD Office of Dependents Medical Care has advised families of Service 
people extended on active duty because of the emergency to up date evidence 
of eligibility for Government-paid civilian medical care. 


ODMC says that 


in cases where Service policy precludes the issuance of a 


new or up-dated identification card, statements of a dependent’s eligibility should 
be obtained from officers authorized to issue DD Form 1173. Copies of such state- 
ments should be given to both the physician and hospital and attached to their 


claims for reimbursement. 


“During any interim in the process of obtaining either a valid ID Card or a 
statement of eligibility, the dependent should explain the situation to the physician 
and hospital authorities,” the MediCare office says. 

It suggests the presenting of “some tangible evidence, such as allotment checks, 
official orders or directives, or personal letters which state the pertinent facts.”

Under the new AECP, emphasis is 
placed on career courses and their or- 
derly development, designed to parallel 
as closely as possible similar courses 
offered by purely resident instruction.

Army service schoo] commandants 
have been directed to develop two new 
types of extension courses. The first is 
the “pure” extension course, with all in- 


struction to be completed by corre- 
sondence study. The second is a 
combination of corresondence' study 
supplemented by active duty periods 


of resident instruction. All schools are 
affected by the new AECP. 

Courses conducted in the AECP are 
now organized into the Army Pre- 
commission Extension Courses; the Ca- 
reer Courses consisting of the (Branch) 
Officer Orientation Extension, the 
(Branch) Officer Familiarization Exten- 
sion, the (Branch) Officer Career (Re- 
serve component), the (Branch) Officer 
Career Extension, and the Command 
and General Staff College Extension 
(Combat or Logistical) Courses, and 
Special Extension Courses, 

The (Branch) Officer Career (Reserve 
component) course and the (Branch) 
Officer Career Extension course replace 
the Company Officer and Advanced 
Officer Extension courses. 

CONARC has directed that each ca- 
reer course identified as part of the 
AECP be conducted by the branch serv- 
ice schoo] which teaches a comparable 
resident course, For example, an Army 
service school conducting a_ resident 
officer career course will also conduct 
extension courses on the same subject 
matter, to be completed either entirely 
by home study or by a combination of 


home study and active duty training 
(ACDUTRA) resident instruction. 

The Army Precommission Extension 
(Nonresident) courses will be offered 


only by the Army Infantry School and, 
for the WAC, by the Adjutant General’s 
School. 

The career courses are primarily de- 
signed for Reserve component officers 
not on active duty. However, they may 
also be taken by eligible Reserve com- 
ponent enlisted personnel and eligible 
enlisted men and officers of any com- 
ponent of the Armed Forces on active 
duty, but without the ACDUTRA phase. 

Under new USCONARC administra- 
tive procedures for the career AECP, 
each enrolled student will be required 
to complete successfully, or have re- 
ceived credit for, 70-80 credit hours’ 
correspondence study each “instruction 
year.” This “instruction year” starts on 
the date of acceptance of his initial 
course application and ends the same 
date the succeeding year, Those who fail 
to complete the required hours during 
an “instruction year” will have their 
enrollment cancelled, unless there are 
extenuating circumstances which are 
acceptable to the school commandant 
concerned. 

A student enrolled in the combination 
resident-nonresident AECP will be re- 
quired to complete a minimum of one 
nonresident phase each “instruction 
year.” If he desires, he can progress 
more rapidly. 

Each resident phase included as part 
of the combination resident-nonresident 
career courses will not exceed two 
weeks (88 hours) duration. A student 
participating in the combination course 
will be required to attend no more than 
one phase of resident AECP instruction 
during the year in which such instruc- 
tion is programmed. 

The Army Precommission Extension 
courses (Nonresident) require a student 
to complete a minimum of 30 credit 
hours annually to remain enrolled. 

Special Extension courses are those 
covering any subject or group of related 
subjects for which there is a military 
requirement and which can be taught 
successfully by correspondence, Stu- 
dents must complete a minimum of 30 
credit hours annually to remain en- 
rolled.

Hughes V.P. Wendahl 
Shows Ion Space Engine 





YY E. Wendahl, Hughes Aircraft 
Company Vice President, holds an 
ion engine demonstrated publicly for 
the first time at the company’s research 
laboratories in Malibu, Calif. He said 
this type propulsion “could be the key 
to very long range space travel—manned 
missions to Mars and return, or explora- 
tory trips to the farthest planet, Pluto 
three-and-a-half-billion miles away.” 
The engine generates less than a tenth 
of a pound of thrust by accelerating 
ionized cesium atoms, and is described 
by Mr. Wendahl as “the very beginning 
of a family of electrical engines which 
open completely new vistas in rocket 
propulsion.” This ion engine project, one 
of several being pursued in the United 
States, is under the direction of the 
NASA Marshall Space Flight Center. 
Mr. Wendahl said: “An ion engine’s 
special characteristic is its need for far 
less fuel to produce a pound of thrust 


than a conventional chemical rocket, 
perhaps 20 or 30 times less. It will be 
particularly useful in missions where 


a modest thrust must be maintained 
over a long period of time at a very low 
cost in fuel consumption. 

“Even a few pounds of thrust acting 
steadily over a long period of time will 
enable large spacecraft to reach the 
enormous velocities necessary for prac- 
tical trips through hundreds of millions 
of miles of space with the velocity or 
speed constantly increasing as the thrust 
continues to act throughout the voyage. 

“Trips to such near planets as Mars 
and Venus will be hundreds of millions 
of miles in length so that systems such 
as the ion engine would be necessary to 
propel large payloads in reasonable 
times.”

Recruiting 


The Army, he said, has restricted re- 


| cruiting of prior service men and only 


non-prior service men up to 20 years of 
age. “It will not, in my opinion,” he said, 
“be possible to maintain authorized 
strengths of organizations remaining in 
the States unless we are permitted to re- 
cruit young men at least through age 21.” 


Caretaker Plans 

Departure of units will leave the States 
involved with personnel problems affect- 
ing full-time technicians, he reported, 
There will be some lessening in require- 
ments, but there will be problems of 
maintaining installations. The Air Na- 
tional Guard has taken the proper steps 
for protection of their investment, he 
said, and expressed a hope that it shall 
be possible to follow similar procedures 
on the Army side. 


Officer Candidate Schools 

General Harrison reported on the suc- 
cess of state-operated Officer Candidate 
Schools and said that candidates in units 
now mobilized should be _ permitted 
through some special arrangement by the 
Army to continue such training. “Many 
have invested a good deal of their time 
in the pursuit of a commission and would 
be unfairly denied such if arrangements 
are not made to continue their training,” 
he said. 


Advisory Notices 

General Harrison reported that in his 
travels he has heard quite some dissatis- 
faction with the practice of issuing advi- 
sories to units for which a call to active 
duty is contemplated. 

“The advisory,” he said, “can work to 
the disadvantage of individuals and can 
cause a great deal of inconvenience when 


| an individual finds that, because he is in 


a unit which has received an advisory 
notice, he is faced with discharge from 
his civilian employment or experiences 
difficulty in obtaining employment, What 
would be more helpful would be, where 
possible, a greater than 30-day alert for 
organizations scheduled for calls to active 
duty.” 


Reduce Divisions 

General Harrison reported considerable 
concern over rumors that the Army plans 
to reduce the number of existing Guard 
divisions, 

“It is inconceivable,” he declared, “that 
at a time when we are increasing the 
number of Army combat divisions, a pro- 
posal to eliminate divisions from the 
Army National Guard should even be 
under consideration. Such, however, is 
the case, and I know that as a result of 
discussions with a number of Adjutants 
General and Governors, the opposition to 
eliminate even a single division of the 
Army National Guard will in this instance 
be vigorous,” 


Air National Guard 

General Harrison had high praise for 
the level of operational readin’ sss achieved 
by the Air National Guard aid its capa- 
bility to operate the most moiern equip 
ment available. 

Drill pay and better equipment were 
cited as Air Guard needs. 

“If it for the drill vay 


had not been 


ceiling limitations,” he reported, “all cf 


oyr air units, I am certain, would have 
transitioned to active duty at full T/O 
strength.” 

President Harrison reported that “dur- 
ing the past few months in Washington 
we have urged in the Congress and in the 
Pentagon that the Air National Guard, in 
order to achieve maximum effectiveness, 
be even better equipped than it is at 
present.” 

Doubtless most, or all, of the National 
Guard needs outlined by General Harrison 
will be the subject of resolutions to be 
brought up the last day of the current 
conference. These will be covered in next 
week’s JOURNAL. 
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
